It is hardly necessary to state that there 


has been considerable talk in this old bor- 
ough about the Quay trial, or rather its ter- 
mination. It is equally superfluous to add 
that it is surprising how many friends Sen- 
ator Quay has just now, friends who were 
not to be found before the termination of his 
trial. Everybody knew just how the case 
would end, but some did a deal of talking 
in the other direction before the verdict was 
rendered. 
And what a farce it has been in 


many respects. The Senator's most bitter 
opponents here are now silent. 
They had 


much to say about Quay's iniquity before 
and during his trial, but they have nothing 
to suggest as to the future. It all goes to 
show that people, after all, are like a drove 
of sheep, enly needing a leader to cause 
them to bolt in any direction. Should Sen- 
ator Quay's enemies adopt new tactics and 
inaugurate another plan of attack it would 
be but a short time before all their followers 
here would join in the hue and cry, and 
most of them would do so under the impres- 
sion fhat they were engaged iu something 
original, something they had discovered 
themselves. 


Senator Quay's friends at Doyleslown 


were delighted with his acquittal, which 
means the vindication of his character so 
far as this particular matter is concerned. 
They are not only pleased but are showing 
a forgiving and charitable disposition by 
sparing the feelings of the other faction. 
It 


is understood tliat if the anti-Quay people 
will let by-gones be by-gones the Quay men 
will be careful not to disturb the harmony 
that appears to be settling over the battle 
field. If, however, the anti-Quay people 
will not accept the verdict of the jury as a 
just rebuke to the conspirators who sought 
to ruin Quay politically and socially, the 
friends of the Senator are prepared to fight 
until the last dilch. They would prefer the 
other way, but not through fear of defeat. 
There has been a change of heart experienced 
by many men in Ibis seclion of the county. 
As they look back upon the ordeal through 
which Senator Quay passed they realize that 
there was malice in the hearls of his foes. 
Many who were reluclfl.nl to voice the senti- 
ment then really felt sorry for Senator Quay 
during his trial. They will not tolerate 
further injustice, and so far as Bucks 
County is concerned that famous trial is 
probably the most fortunate circumstance 
that could have occurred to aid Senator Qu»y 
to regain his prestige. He will have the 
support of not only the old guard in Bucks, 
but also the neutral element, composed of 
men who at heart like to see fair play. It 
is pleasant to note, however, that there is a 
disposition to compromise all around. The 
prospect for a uoited party next fall is at 
present very bright. 
The only thing that 


remains lo be done is the withdrawal of the 
Assembly candidates for State delegates, but 
it was tinted Monday that this would surely 
occur this week. If the Assemblymen are 
not out of the field before this letter is pub- 
lished it will be a rather remarkable situa- 
tion, for their friends have promised that 
they would not delay further.

for State delegates intend to withdraw their 
candidacy in the interest of Republican har- 
mony. If this be true, Messrs. Edwards, 
Winner and Wilkinson will give tangible 
evidence that they place party supremacy 
paramount to all other considerations. No 
one will question their right to I e sandidates, 
but it is a fact that their oontit-uance in the 
field means a factional fight of bitter inten- 
sity, which in the end will leave the pany 
in a disrupted and deuioraliied condition 
The Democrats are getting together and har- 
mony prevails within their racks, and the 
Republican parly of Bucks cannot afford to 
weaken its slight advantage over its common 
enemy by internal warfare.

THE GREATEST POLITICAL COKSl'IRACIES IN

(Special Correspondence.) 


Philadelphia, April 25.—Colonel Mat- 


thew Stanley Quay has been complete- 
ly vindicated by a jury ot his piers In 
the trial growing out of a dastardly 
conspiracy of his political enemies. 
Twelve American citizens, "good men 
and true," have found a verdict of "not 
guilty" in what will be memorable as 
the most celebrated case in court in 
the Dotitical history of this country. 


This closing chapter in the history 


of persecution and character ass'jtsstna- 
Uon was market! by scenes saclt as 
have never been paralleled in and 
about a Philadelphia coui-t room. The 
minute the verdict was announced it 
was 
pandemonium 
let 
loose. Men 


shouted and tossed their hats and 
surged about this silent but happy 
man. Women cried, waved their hand- 
kerchiefs and tried to throw their arms 
about his neck. In the midst ot it all 
Quay, dignified, silent, with face as 
imperturbable as ever, grasped hands 
as they came and vainly tried to elbow 
his way to a place where he could be 
alone. 


He said but few words, but there 


was a softness in the tone o£ his voice 
as he repeatedly murmured "Thank 
you." He felt more than he said, for to 
him it was the Hood tide of light after 
the hour of darkness. His triumph had 
come and, best of all, this man who 
has been hounded as few have been 
hounded before^ saw and heard and 
felt that the people were with him. 


THE VERDICT RECEIVED. 


It was a few minutes before 11 


o'clock on Friday last when the jury 
appeared in court and Crier Hart 
stepped forward and in cold, official ac- 
cents said: "Gentlemen of the jury, are 
you agreed upon your verdict?" 


Foreman Hill, who is a blonde haired 


young man, nodded his head as he 
answered: "Yee, sir,"

"How say you? Do you find the de- 


fendant guilty or not guilty?" 


"Not guilty," came the answer In a 


voice that could be heard all over the 
room." 


If the jurors answered to the next 


question, "And so say you all?" no one 
heard it. for the first "burst of a 
cheer," suppressed by the louder yells 
of

tipstaves, 


drowned the words. Every one rose to 
his feet, and the yells of "silence" 
were followed by cries of "sit down," 
"sit down." 


Quay himself came near giving way. 


His jaw quivered an instant, his eyes 
grew moist, but he recovered himself 
as the big and burly Shapley grasped 
his hand, excxlaiming, "Let me con- 
gratulate you, senator." Mr. Shields 
was pouring out his congratulations at 
the same time. 


Outside in the corridor there was no 


judge to be respected and no officer to 
quell the tumult, for they were all too 
busy cheering with the rest. He at last 
managed to edge his way to the cor- 
ridor. But it was getting from the 
laying pan into the fire. It wasn't a 
crowd that was waiting for him. It was 
a mob drunk with joy, mad with en- 
thusiasm. Cheer after cheer rent the 
air and hats flew up with the reckless- 
ness of frenzy. The guards made no 
effort to quell the tumult. They were 
yelling and cheering with the rest. It 
took the senator nearly ten minutes to 
reach the corner where the elevators 
are located. He at last managed to get 
clear of the mob.
